‘•White Man or Chinaman—Which ?' 


A letter from ail Eastern correspond­ 
ent appeared in the columns of the 
H e r a l d a few days ago, in which ref­ 
erence was made to the advantages 
the Pacific Coast would derive from 
the cheap labor of the Mongolian, when 
once our people overcame the preju­ 
dice now entertained ag t. nst that class 
of immigrants. We cannot endorse 
this opinion of our correspondent. 
Chinese “labor will never develop the 
resources of the Pacific Coast, nor in­ 
duce the coming here of that class of 
people which alone will make our 
country the happy garden spot that 
nature intended it. It is Chinese la­ 
bor which now makes it so difficult to 
obtain good white labor. It is the 
knowledge that they must compete 
with Chinese labor that prevents the 
working men and women of the East 
aud Europe from coming here. It is 
because they know that the Chinaman 
is in the kitchens and bedrooms of 
California, that white servant girls 
never come here, or hasten away as 
soon as they earn a sum sufficient to 
pay their passage back East. It is be­ 
cause they know they will find the 
Chinaman in the banks, stores, manu­ 
factories, shops, mills, restaurants and 
hotels, that porters, clerks, waiters 
and mechanics do not come here. It 
is because these places are occupied by 
the Chinese that many of our laboring 
people now here cannot find employ­ 
ment at wages to support themselves 
and families. The Chinaman is of lit­ 
tle value to the landlord, and a poor 
patron of the retail grocer. Fifty Chi­ 
namen will live in a house of sufficient 
capacity to accommodate a common 
laborer and his family. The fifty Chi­ 
namen will not buy as many groceries 
as five white families. The Chinese 
are not disposed to adopt the habits, 
dress, language or religion of the 
white people. They laugh at our cus­ 
toms, ridicule our language, and sneer 
at our religion. They would have us 
all wear wooden shoes, and they would 
turn our churches into Joss-houses, or 
rent them for wash-houses. They 
have no feeling in common with us, 
and they drive away or prevent the 
coming of a people like ourselves, 
speaking the same language, conform­ 
ing to the same social customs, loving 
the same land and worshipping the 
same God. Fagan labor such as we 
obtain from China is slave labor. If 
we refuse it, we shall soon have an 
abundance of free white labor—the 
labor of those who delight in our in­ 
stitutions, obey our laws, reverence 
our religion, attend our churches, 
imitate our homes, fill our school 
houses, and become, not the groveling 
servants of the rich, but the peers of 
every honest man and woman in the 
land. 


(he Los Angeles and Independence 


Narrow-Gauge. 
The prospects for an early com­ 
mencement of operations on the nar­ 
row-gauge railroad from this city to In­ 
dependence are exceedingly flattering. 
Our business men and capitalists are 
manifesting an unusual degree of in­ 
terest in toe enterprise, and already 
over one-half the stock required by 
law to be taken before commencing 
operations is subscribed. This has 
been done before the books are regu­ 
larly opened. The proposed road is 
one of the most important undertak­ 
ings Los Angeles Valley has engaged 
in for some time, and we are pleased 
to see that the entire community lully 
realizes the advantages which will 
result from carrying it to completion. 
The ground has been gone over so 
many times that all understand the 
full value of the rqad, once it is in op­ 
eration. It now appears that it will 
be some time before the Southern Pa­ 
cific will be completed to this city, 
and while we are all impatient at the 
delay, we cannot but rejoice that the 
first two hundred miles of the narrow- 
gauge will give us railroad communi­ 
cation to the end of the Southern Pa­ 
cific track, and on to San Francisco. 
When a road of such value and im­ 
portance may be built and equipped 
for $12,000 per mile, we should not 
delay its construction. 


The San Diego World will hereafter 
be issued as an evening paper. 


W h e n “ respectable” journals fall 
out, thieves come by their due. The 
Post and Chronicle are abusing each 
other, and all Barbary Coast rejoices. 


On Monday last a number of muni­ 
cipal elections were held in this State 
and Nevada. Oakland elected a Re­ 
publican Mayor and a portion each of 
the Independent and Republican can­ 
didates. In Stockton the Independent 
candidates walked ever the course. San 
Leandro and San Juan ran a ticket 
without reference to politics. Visalia 
elected the Independent ticket out of 
the four in the field, and defeated 
Lecal Option. In Virginia City and 
Austin, Nevada, the contest was be­ 
tween the Democrats and Republicans, 
and resulted in the election of about 
half the candidates on each ticket. 


Considering the short time interven­ 
ing between the establishment of a 
Grange in the United States and the 
present time, the number of Granges 
created and the aggregate membership 
is truly astonishing. Of the increase 
in Granges and membership during 
the past four months we have not at 
hand means for obtaining accurate in­ 
formation. The increase, however, is 
known to be more than proportionate 
with any similar period of time in the 
history of the movement. The close 
of 1873 showed the total number of 
Granges to be 10,86:1, with 800,000 
members. The membership now, no 
doubt, approximates 1,500,000. The 
National Grange Circular for January 
gives this information: “Only two 
States in the Union have no Grange. 
Iowa alone has 2,000. Financially the 
National Grange is prosperous. Its 
receipts for the year footed up $132,­ 
151 28, of which all but a few thou­ 
sands came from dispensations, over 
8,500 of which were issued. The ex­ 
penses show a total ot $70,333 53, of 
which $39,303 80 were for printing and 
regalia, $11,400 for salaries, 813,840 81 
for clerk hire, express charges, freight, 
etc., leaving a balance of $52,817 75 in 
the treasury, which is invested in Gov­ 
ernment bonds, and in bank.’

In reply to “An Odd Fellow ” who, 
in your issue of the 5th kindly cor­ 
rected my error, I would state that if 
the gentleman would take the trouble 
to call on Prof. \V. P. McDonald of 
Gallatin, ho need not “presume,” but 
know that we have a charter for “The 
Odd Fellows' Building Association of 
Los Nietos,” with the Great Seal of 
State on it. The statements in my ar­ 
ticle of the 1st were and are literally 
true, the gentleman’s statements to 
the contrary notwithstanding. He 
charges me with “makingan assertion 
that is not true.” His charge is un­ 
founded and he cannot sustain it. He 
says: “Odd Fellows own stock in the 
Central Pacific Railroad corporation, 
but that does not make it an Odd Fel­ 
lows’ Association.” 
W ell! I am 
amazed at his vast knowledge, and 
can only say, “Jsh dat so?” 
The association was first organized 
by Odd Fellows exclusively, but it was 
soon found out it could not be built by 
the Order, because unity was impossi­ 
ble. The books were then opened to 
the public, and when about $3,000 M ere 
taken, the stockholders voted to retain 
its former name. For the information 
of the public I state that it is governed 
by stockholders, each $10 entitling a 
member to one vote, and is for what­ 
ever the association chooses to use it. 
I think the building Mill be an orna­ 
ment to Los Nietos, as M'ell as a good 
investment, and none can deny the 
necessity for sueli a hall. I repeat that 
it is not owned, held or controlled by 
any Order, but by its stockholders, and 
its name is “The Odd Fellows’ Build­ 
ing Association of Los Nietos.”

Board of Supervisors. 
The Board met pursuant to adjourn­ 
ment. The furthur revisal of delin­ 
quent tax-list was postponed until the 
meeting in June next. Thus far, the 
first book of the tax-list has been re­ 
vised from A to L. The Board then 
proceeded to the consideration of the 
report of viewers of the public roads 
surveyed from a point on the Tele­ 
graph road, about one mile north of 
Laguna Ranch House, running west 
across the railroad at Jose Rubio’s, 
ranch, and extending to the eastern 
boundary of the rancho of Tomas 
Sanchez. The matter was set for 
final consideration Tuesday, June 2d, 
and the Clerk ordered to notify all 
non-consenting land-owuers to be 
present at that time. 
An election of water overseers in all 
the organized water districts of the 
county was ordered to be held, in ac­ 


cordance with the regulations of the 
new Irrigation Ihm’, on Saturday, June 
13th, proximo. 
Viewers on the proposed public road 
tl,rough the lands of Bacon, Stonenian 
and others, reported in favor of peti­ 
tion for opening the new road near 
tlie land of Bacon, and closing of old 
road. 
Supervisors Evey, Machado, and 
Palomnreze, together with the County 
Surveyor and Road Commissioner, 
were appointed a Committee to visit 
the premises and report at the meet­ 
ing in June. 
The Board then adjourned.

The Los Angeles looaceo Associa­ 
tion have already set out something 
over twenty acres of young plants, all 
of which are doing remarkably well. 
The association Mill continue the 
work with no loss of time until the 
entire lot is in the ground. Of the 
plants already set out, nearly every 
one is growing. The loss in this 
respect is so slight as to be scarcely 
worthy of notice. Every experiment 
in tobacco culture made in this valley 
tends to strengthen the opinion of old 
tobacco gnnvers,that a superior article 
may be produced here with but little 
labor or expense. The certainty of 
the crop is also commented upon and 
urged as strong evidence that the ar­ 
ticle will speedily become a staple 
product of our valley. Tobacco is one 
of those luxuries of wbldh the world, 
or that large portion of it which chews 
and smokes, refuses to be denied. 
The consumption is immense, and the 
supply seldom or never exceeds the 
demand. If what now seems an es­ 
tablished fact is confirmed,a large area 
of this valley is adapted to its culture, 
and a new and profitable industry is 
opening, which only needs develop­ 
ment and attention to secure our people 
a large increase in their annual earn­ 
ings.
